White flowers reprcfented on white paper, make a poor 
figure, efpecially if fmall ; our delineation, therefore, as we 
have too frequently to lament, does not do juftice to the ori- 
ginal, which forms a neat thick bufli of humble growth, and in 
the autumn produces numerous white flowers, lomewhat like 
thofe of Jafmine, but without fcent, as is the whole plant if 
not bruifed ; but if you ftrongly fquceze a flower-bud or the 
top of a young flioot betwixt your thumb and finger, you will 
perceive a fmell highly difgufting, which Ki£MPF£R likens to 
that of human ordure : Profeflbr Retzius, who has.minutely 
defcribed this plant in his Obf. Bot. denies the exiftence of 
this fmell *, and thus very .unjuftly impeaches the veracity of 
the learned and accurate T^je.u?yzk\ frofeflbr Thunberg

appears to have countenanced him in this idea, vid. note ; we 
cannot account for this error in Prof* Retzius, diftinguifhed 
for the excellence of his botanical obfervations, but by fup- 
pofing that he fmelt to the old leaves of the Lycium, which, 
if ever fo ftrongly bruifed, emit little or no fcent : an odour 
fimilar to that of the prefent plant is excited in the Dracoce^ 
fhalum Sibiricum on the flighteft touch, and the roots of feveral 
fpecies of Mimofa are equally offenfive. 

KiEMPFER, who found this plant not only wild, but culti- 
vated in Japan, obfcrved the flowers to vary in the number 
of their fegments, which they do here : Thunberg obferved 
it with double flowers, a variety now not uncommon in the 
Colleflions about London ; he remarked alfo hedges made of it, 
and what is very remarkable, he fays, the plant produces no 
fruh^ fruSus non producit : K^empfer muft have found it in 
fruit, or he would not have called it baccifer ; Mr. Haxton, 
when in the fuit of the late embafly to China, found it cuU 
tivated by the Chinefe in the open ground and in pots. 

It was introduced here in 1787, by Monf, Cels*, is ufually 
kept in the greenhoufe, and is readily enough increafed by 
cuttings. 

Many of the Japanefe plants being as hardy as our own 
Datives, wc recommend it to be tried in the open ground.

No one can view the prefent fpecies of Erica^ without per* 
ceiving a manifeft fimilarity betwixt it and the ampullacea 
already figured ; the flowers of each are fimilar in form, and 
not very different in fize and colour ; in the retorta the llripes 
of the ampullacea are wanting, the bloffoms of both are highly 
vifcous, the fcgments of the corolla are more pointed in the 
retorta^ the brafteae in the ampullacea are larger, more numer- 
ous, and more highly coloured; in the foliage the two plants 
differ very obvioufly, the leaves of the retorta being all of 
them recurved, or bent back, whence its name ; each of them 
is alfo terminated by a long awn or fpine : viewed with a 
magnifying glafs, they appear edged with hairs ; but furely 
thefe are not fufiiciently ftrong to juftify Thunberg's term of 
fcrrulatis. 

The flowers when they begin to blow, which is at different 
periods of the fummer, ufually about Auguft, grow four to- 
gether; thefe, as they advance, make way for four others, in 

their 



their centre, and thefe again for others ; fo that in large fpc- 
cimens, a bunch of flowers will fometimes confift of twenty 
or more bloflbms : previous to their expanfion they are beau- 
tiful in the extreme, the body of the corolla is then almoft 
white, the bulbous part at its fummit a deep crimfon, termi- 
nated by a little flame-like point, inclining more to a fcarlct, 
which expands into four acute fegments. 

Our drawing was made from a plant which flowered at 
Meifrs. Lee and Kennedy's, Hammerfmith; we afterwards 
fawat Mr. Williams's, Turnham-Green, a variety with larger 
flowers, and leaves more clofely imbricated. 

TThis fpecies has long fince been defcribed by Monti, in 
the Swedifli Tranfaftions, and more lately in the SuppL PL 
of the younger Linm^us, who makes it a native of the Cape 
on the authority of Profeflbr Thunberg. 

To this country it has been introduced fince the publication 
of the Hort. Kew. 

Like the ampullacea, it is at prefent fcarcely to be had for 
any price, being rare, and difficult to increafe by cuttings.

Prof. Jacquin has given us a monograph on the geniis 
Oxalts^ which be has executed highly to his honour ; we wifh 
fome Botanift of equal abilities would do the fame by the 
genus Rojfa^ many of the fpecies of which are ftill involved in 
great obfcurity : iVIr. Aiton in the Hort. Kew. has taken much 
pains to elucidate many of them, and this one in particular! 
which he calls lutea^ a name it had previoufly obtained from - 
Miller, and fevcral older Botanifts ; we wifh he had been lefs 
complaifant on this occafion, and given to it and \S\ft fulphurea 
(which he calls the double yellow rofe) epithets more difcri- 
minative : hitherto the lutca has not been found that we know 
of in a double ftate, it poffibly may at fome future time ; in 
that cafe, the lutca and Julpburea will both have the fame 
name :- — to prevent confufion, we have thought it expedient to 
call the lutea the Auftrian Rofe, and the Julpburea may be de- 
nominated the Levant Rofe : — we are aware, that nanrves of this 
fort are not of the bed kind, and only to be adopted under 
certain circumftaHces. 

This fpecies is found wild in Auftria, and other parts of 
Germany; was cultivated in this country in the time of Gerard 
and Parkinson : it is a Ihrub of low growth, flowers in July, 
is very hardy, and readily propagated ; authors differ as to 
the fcent of its flowers. Miller fays they have none, others 
very little, and others that the little they have is very unplea- 
fant; hence it has been called by Allioni, Rofafceiida ^ in 
point of colour, they are fubjeft to great variation ; the red 
and yellow Auftrian Rofe is confidercd by Mr. Aiton as its 
principal variety : it is our intention to give a figure of this 
very fliewy plant in fome future number of the Magazine,* 
when we hopd further to elucidate the fubjeft by fome prac- 
tical obfervations.

Mr. AiTON informs us*, that this deciduous tender flirub, 
a native of China and the Eaft-Indies, diftinguifhed more for 
the elegance of its foliage than the beauty of its flowers, was 
cultivated here by the Duchefs of Beaufort, in 1697, ac 
this prefent time juft one hundred years ago ; the plants fo 
cultivated in all probability were loft, as we find Mr. Miller, 
in defcribihg the fame plant in his Diftionary, under the name 
of cbinenjisy thus to exprefs himfelf, " the fourth fort, viz. 
** chinevjis^ has been lately introduced into the Englrfh gar- 
" dens from Paris, where the plants were raifed from feeds 
" which were fent from China by the miflionaries. I was 
" favoured with fome young plants, by Monf. Richard, 
" gardener to the king, at Verfailles. The two forts with 
" white and blue flowers have fucceeded in the Chclfea gar- 
" dcn» but that with red flowers mifcarrfed." It would ap- 
pear from this account, that the Vitex Negundo was a common 
objeO: of ornamental culture amongft the Chinefe, fince they 
pofleffedfo many varieties of it in point of colour; the purple 
flowered one is, we believe, the only fort cultivated in our 
nurferies, and that not commonly ; it bloflbms late in the 
fumraer^ and poflefles fome fragrance. 

The plant is not difficult to increafe by cuttings, being top 
tender to bear our winters, at leaft thofe which are fevere ; 
it is commonly kept in the greenhoufe. Miller very per- 
tinently remarks^ ** that the plants are late in putting out leaves 
** in the fpri'ng, and before thefe appear, they have fo much the 
** appearance of dead plants, that they have been turned oat 
** of the pots by fome, fuppoGng they were fo."

This Oenothera^ in point of fize, the reverfe of the pumila, 
lately figured in this work (pL 355) is a native of Buenos 
Ayres,. and was introduced by the Chevalier Murray, in 
1776*. 

We have feen this plant grow to a greater height than any 
other fpecies, luxuriant fpecimens have exceeded five feet by 
the time that they have nearly done flowering ; and as the 
flowers are uncommonly large and fliewy, and continue blow- 
ing a long while in fucceffion (from July to Oftobcr) wc 
fcarcely know a more defirable plant for the open border of a 
garden that is fpacious; the flowers indeed, as in mod of the 
. plants of this genus, open in the evening, and appear in their 
greateft beauty when thofe of other plants are either fallen to 
the ground^ withered by the heat of the day, or folded in 
the arms of fleep. 

It is an annual of ready growth, and very produftive of feed, 
fome of which ripen early ; thefe are to be fown in the open 
border, where the plant is intended to flower, in March or the 
beginning of April ; as a fingle plant will be fufficient for one 
fpot, one feedling only need be left; caretnuft be taken to put 
a ftick to it early of about four feet in length, to which its 
branches muft be carefully tied, when about a foot long, and 
this is all that is neceffary to be done ; by this means the plant 
is not only preferved from the cfFefts of violent winds, but 
appears to much greater advantage.

W^ prefent to our readers another Heath, a native of the 
Cape, introduced by Mr. Masson, in 1787, and now to be

It is a very ornamental fpecies, both in regard to its mode 
of growth, as well as to the vaft profufion of flowers with 
which its branches are covered; the form of thefc is very 
charafteriftic, and their colour, when air and fun are freely 
admitted to them, fufficiently brilliant. 

It continues to bloffom from September to March or 
April ; in point of height, it; is to be ranked among thofc of a 
middling fizc. 

When young it is more apt to go off than many others ;

We learn from Monf. L'Heritier, who has figured and 
defcribed this plant, in his . work above referred to, that it is 
a native of South- America, from whence it had been tranf- 
initted to Spain, in the gardens of which it was cultivated in 
the open borders; Prof. Ortega, of Madrid, fent both plants 
and feeds of it to Monf. L'Heritier at Paris, where Dr. 
SiBTHORP obtained it> on his return from Greece, and intro- 
duced it here in 1784. 

Profeffors Ortega and Palau firft defcribed this plant, 
and named \t Aloyjia citrodora^ Monf. L'Heritier found it 
to be a Verbena^ and gave it the trivial name of triphylla. 

The leaves (or any part of the plant) when bruifcd, give 
out a moft delightful fragrance; on this account, it is a moft 
valAiable acquilition to our gardens : it forms a fhrub of a con- 
fiderable fize ; the leaves, as far as we have noticed, always 
grow three together; the veins on each fide of the midrib run 
parallel to each other ; the flowers are fmall, nearly white, 
forming a panicle, which, as far as our obfcrvation has ex- 
tended (and we have examined many luxuriant fpecimens) i& 
never branched in the manner reprefented in L'Heritier's 
figure ; they are produced during moft of the fummer and 
autumnal months. 

This fhnib, being eafily propagated by cuttings, is now 
become common in the 'neighbourhood of London, where it is 
treated as a grccnhoufe plant ; in fome parts of this ifland> 
efpccially near the fca, where the winter lofes much of its fe- 
verity, it would, in all probability, fucceed very well in the 
open border.

The plant here figured, the Antirrhinum vifcofum of Lin- 
N,£us, is a native of Spain, and was introduced to the royal 
garden at Kew, in 1786, by Monf. Thouin*. 

It grows to about the fame height as the Antirrb. fparieum^ 
figured PI. 200, has a ftouter and more upright ftem, covered 
with more numerous hairs ; its flowers are. larger than thofe of 
^tfparteum^ more particoloured, and have a greater affinity 
to thofe of our common Toad-flax ; in their form we may trace 
fomeihing of the fimilitude of a bird's head, the calyx is re- 
markable as to the form of its leaves, and accords fo well with 
that of Prof. ] i\cQ^\j }^'s Antirrb. birtum^ defcribed in Gm elin's 
Linn. Syfi. Nat. ed. 13. p. 931, that we ftrongly fufpetl it to 
be the fame plant. 

It is an annual of ready growth, and, flowers in July. 

Its feeds fliould be fown about the beginning of April, in 
fmall patches, on the borders where the plants are intended to 
remain ; when the feedlings come up, they fliould be thinned, 
and left at the diftance of two or three inches from each other.

In the flowers of this fpecies of Amaryllis^ a native of the 
Cape, and introduced about 1767, by John Blackburne, 
Efq.* there is a confidcrable degree of beauty, and ftill 
more of fingularity ; and the plant is rendered more defirable, 
from its producing thofe flowers towards the clofe of autumn, 
fo late as 06lober and November, and that too both readily 
and abundantly. 

Being a tender bulb, it is ufually kept during winter in 
the greenhoufe, or a well-fecured frame. 

Is propagated by offsets, which are plentifully produced.

To this genus of plants Gronovius gave the name of Hou/- 
tonia, in honour of Dr. William Houston, a name that 
muft be familiar to all who have read the Gardener's Dictionary 
of Mr. Philip Miller, as there is fcarcely a page in that 
book in which the writer does not record the obligations he 
is under to his much-valued and mod ufeful friend. 

Of this genus, two fpecies only have been difcovercd, both 
natives of Virginia, the derulea and purpurea ; the former is 
the only one that ha« been introduced to this country, and that 
by Mr. Archibald Menzies, in 1785*. 

We fcarcely know a plant that has afforded us more pleafure 
in the cultivation than this our little favourite ; though a native 
of the warmer parts of North-America, it bears our ordinary 
winters uninjured, is of ready growth, and, if paid the leail 
attention to, flowers perpetually, fpring, fummer, and autumn ; 
fucceeds beft in a pot, and loves moilture ; foil and fituation 
are not fo material to it : is increafed by parting its roots 
or by cuttings of the plant ; has fcarcely colour enough in its 
flowers to juftify the term carulea.

From Peru, its original place of growth, this plant was 
introduced to Europe at a very early period; the names it 
bore on its introdudion, fufficiently teftify the admiration in 
which it was held : it was well known both to Ger ard and Par* 
KIN SON ; the latter devotes a whole page of his Parad. terr. to 
its defcription and culture^ with the latter he appears to have 
been perfedly well acquainted, and even to have known the 
feverad varieties which we now cultivate. 

It being a common pradice to raife this plant from feed» 
fome have been led to regard it as an annual, but it is ftrifUy 
perennial ; the roots in their native country, where they are ^ 
never killed by froft, acquire, like thofe of the potatoe, a pro- 
digious fize ; the flowers, of which the plant is very produftive, 
open towards evening, whence, in the Weft-Indies, it has been 
called tht/our o'clock piant^ and continue expanded till the next 
« day's 



day's fun clofes them up s vre have obfcrved that the continuance 
of their expaniion is in proportion to the power of the fun« and 
that late in the autumn^ or ia cloudy weather^ they continue 
open mod of the day ; we have obferved alfo, that a bed of 
thefe flowers communicates a delightful fragrance to a confi- 
derable dil^ance ; to the tafte the whole plant is highly acri- 
monious, probably purgative, if not poifonous : it was once 
fuppofed that its roots produced the Jalap of the (hops, when 
that opinion was found to be erroneous, Linnaeus fhouldhave 
changed the trivial name of Jalapa to that of peruviana^ as it 
now tends to miflead. 

The principjil varieties in point of colour are the purple, 
the white, the yellow, the variegated purple and white, the 
variegated purple and yellow ; each of thefe, contrary to the 
opinion entertained of varieties, is found to produce the fame. 

The ufual mode of raifing thefe plants is from feed, which 
they plentifully produce; your early-blowing plants muft be 
raifed on a hot-bed, your late ones in the open ground, tranf- 
planting them when of a proper fize ; or take up the roots of 
your plants as you do your potatoes, preferve them during 
winter in dry fand, and plant them in the fpring ; thefe will 
make ftronger plants, and will blow earlier than feedlings, 
viz. in Auguft, and you will hereby be fure of continuing any 
particular fort.

In this genus of plants, the leaves have a peculiarity of 
growth, which gives birth to its botanic name of Zygophyllum^ 
and which, literally tranflated, would be Yokeleaf; twelve 
fpecies are enumerated in Prof. Gm£lin's edition of Unn^ 
Syft. Nat. the plant here reprefented comes neareft to the 
Zyg' Morgsana figured in Dillenius's Hort^ Eltb. and for 
which it has by fome been mittaken ; but the characters in 
which the two plants differ, are fo very ftriking, that we have 
no doubt of being juftified in making it a fpecies. 

The leaves of Morgsana are flefliy, nearly feffile, and fcent- 
lefs; thofe of our plant are not flefhy, ftand on long foot ftalks, 
and diffufe widely a ftrong foxy fmell, like that of Crown 
Imperial ; the flowers of the Morgsana are fnjall, thofe of the 
in/uave large and ornamental, when the plant is healthy ; the 
feed-veffel of the Morgsana has four wings, ours not the leaft 
appearance of any : other differences, it would be fuperfluous 
to point out. 

This fpecies is moft probably a native of the Cape, as it 
accords with the (hortdefcriptionof Boerhave, above referred 
to; the precife time of its being introduced to this country^ 
we have not been able to learn with certainty ; it is not men^ 
tioned either in the Dilf. of Mr. Miller, or the Hort. Kew. 
of Mr. Aiton. 

It is a green-houfe plant of ready growth ; flowers from July 
to September, and is eafily increafed by cuttings ; its unpleafant 
fcent will prove an infuperable bar to its general introdu6lion.

The public are indebted to Mr. Evans of the India-Houfe, 
for the introdu6lion of this plant from China, where it is a 
native. 

It flowered laft year, at different periods, for the firft time, 
in many colleflions near London ; this irregularity of its blow* 
ing was occafioned, we prefume by its being^ kept in different 
degrees of heat, in the ftoves of fome, and the green-houfes of 
odiers; Mr. Thomson, Nurferyman of Mile-End, at the 
clofe of the year, had it^ growing very luxuriantly in the 
open ground; but the very fevere winter of 1796-1797, in 
which the thermometer at Brompton was three degrees below o, 
deftroyed it ; neverthelefs, there is no doubt hue it will bear' 
the cold of our ordinary winters, and thrive better in the open 
ground, in a moift fituation, than in the ftove, or green-houfe, 
in either of which, however, it will flower very well; and, 
where the plant is luxuriant, continue to do fo for a confider- 
able length of time, the blotfoms being numerous, and un- 
folding gradually.: in a ftrong plant at Mr. CoLviLL^Nurfery- 
man, KingVRoad, we counted feven blotfoms expanded at 
one time on its different branches. 

It differs from all other known Iris's, in having a root'per- 
fe£kly of the creeping kind, fending out fhoots to a confiderable 
diftance, by which it is rendered very eafy of propagation ; 
its flowers, in form and colour, come neareft to thofe of Iris 
crjftata^ and have a confiderable degree of fragrance.

After receiving various appellations, this plaint has been 
finally named Cyrilla^ by Monf. L'Heritier, in honour of 
DoMiNico Cyrillo, M, D. Profeffor of Medicine at Naples, 
and author of Plani^e rariores regni Neapolitani^ &c. Cyrilla 
racemoja is referred by Swartz to the Genus Itea. 

This beautiful exotic is a native of Jamaica; Dr, Browne 
found it near Hope-River, in the lower mountains of Liguanea; 
he recdnunends it to be cultivated as an ornamental plant, 
fays that it thrives heft in a cool gravelly foil, well furnilhed , 
with moifture, and intermixed with a rich foil ; to this country 
it was introduced by Mr. William Forsyth in 1778, and 
is now very generally cultivated in our ftoves ; it will not 
fucceed in a green-houfe j but, provided it has a fufficient de-. 
gree of heat, there is no difficulty attends its culture : it throws 
out from its roots abundance of fquamous (hoots of a lingular 
appearance, by which it is readily increafed.

The plants of this genus are very numerous, and many of 
them highly ornamental ; the brilliant colours which the blof- 
foms, but more efpecially the flower-cups, of the^ prefent fpe- 
cies exhibits, "juftly entitle it to a place in the flower-garden. 

It is a native of the South of France; Magnol informs us, 
that it grows in dry places about Montpelier ; is a hardy peren- 
nial, of ready growth, flowers early in July, and has ripened 
its feeds in my garden at Brompton ; by thefe the plant is 
moft advantageoufly increafed; it may alfo be raifed from 
cuttings of the ftalks : moft. of this tribe have large roots, 
penetrating to a great depth, which not being eafily divifible, 
renders it difficult to increafe them by parting their roots. 

The beft fituation for this plant is an elevated one, among 
fiones, or rock-work, where its flowering ftems may hang 
down; thus its bloflbms are difplayed to greater advantage, 
and not fo liable to be disfigured as when lying on the ground. 

Dr. William Pitcairn had the honour of introducing 
this plant in 1776.

This charming fpecies of Sage, diftinguiflied by its hearts 
Ihaped giofly leaves and fcarlet flowers, is a native of Peru^ 
and was introduced to the royal garden at Kew, by Monf. 
Thou IN, in 1783 : it is now very generally cultivated near 
London, as a green-houfe plant; the foliage, but more efpe- 
cialty the flower-cups, when bruifed, emit a fmell fomewhat 
like Clary ; the bloflbms which appear during the latter part of 
fummer foon drop, even before they decay : the plant is eafily 
propagated by cuttings ; in the winter it requires to be placed 
in a warm and dry green-houfe, and to be fparingly watered^ 
being tender and apt to go off. 

In the figure and defcription of this plant, given by Monf. 
L'Heritier in the work above referred to, we may be faid 
to have a model of perfeftion.

In point of foliage, a great fimilarity exifts betwixt the pr^- 
fent plant, and the Geranium cicutarium of Linnaeus, a wild 
firitifh native, common on many of the banks and walls about 
London ; there is alfo a confiderable affinity in the form and 
colour of their flowers ; but the romanum is a perfeftly diftinft 
fpecies, differing in having a root of longer duration, and which 
is more properly perennial than annual; indeed we have no 
doubt but that, in its natural ftate, it i^ perfeflly fo : in the 
cultivated plant the flowering ftems rife immediately from the 
root, not from the ftalks, as in the G. cicutarium. 

This lively little plant begins flowering in April, and con- 
tinues to do fo during mod of the fummer months, producing 
feeds in abundance, which falling on the ground vegetate, and 
increafe the plant ; we have indeed found that it is much dif- 
pofed to become a weed, in dry paftures, or on grafs, not 
very frequently mown> which it moft agreeably enlivens ; a 
dry fituation fuits it bed : it is well calculated to grow among 
fiones, or rock-work^ 

. Grows fpontaneouOy in Italy, and is faid by Linn.eijs to be 
found in the ftreets of Rome ; was cultivated in Chelfca garden 
in 1724. 

Its feeds are a curious objeft, the manner in which they are 
detached when perfeftly ripe, in hot, dry weather, and the 
fcrew-like form which the tail of the arillus quickly affumes, 
is highly deferving of attention.

As a gelnus, Roel/a is very nearly related to Campanula. 

In a flower of this fpecies recently expanded, we fee diftinQly 
five (hades of colour, which being difpofed in rings, or circles, 
produce a ftriking effeft ; the bottom of the flower is white, 
of ayellowifli caft, next fucceeds a circle of deep blue, inclining 
to black, with a furface highly glazed, the next circle is greyifli 
blue, refembling fatin, the next nearly white, and the outermoit 
pale purple. 

The antherae at firft are clofely applied to the furface of 
the corolla, and refemble fo many fmall ridges ; the ftigma, as 
in many other flowers, does not aflufne its true appearance till 
the corolla is on the decay, then it becomes bifid. 

This fhrub of low growth, long fince known to the Dutch 
Botanifts, is a native of the Cape, and was introduced by 
Mr. Masson in 1774; it flowers in June, and continues in 
bloflbm feveral weeks : its foliage does not correfpond with 
the elegant appearance of its bloflbms ; it is a- green-houfe 
plant, ufually increafed by cuttings, but not readily, nor is the 
plant fo eafy of culture as many others.

in the month of May 1794, I firft obferved this Narciffas 
in a fmgle, but moftly in a double (late, in the garden of Mr. 
James Maddock, Florift at Walworth, who obtained bulbs 
of it from Holland, under the name of Narcijfus ftore ful^ 
phureo junquifolius ; by the Dutch it appears, to have been long 
cultivated : of what country it is a native does not appear as 
yet ; there is little doubt of its being an European plant, it 
being found to be perfeAly hardy ; as a fpecies it is cehainly 
very diftinft, though inferior in fize and beauty to many others. 

Root the fize of a fmall nutmeg, of a pale brown colour^ 
leaves about a fpan long, very narrow, at their bafe fcarcely a 
quarter of an inch wide, tapering gradually to a point, which is 
fomewhat obtufe, the outer fide is convex and fomewhat fluted^ 
the inner concave, not glaucous ; ftalk fomewhat longer thaiv 
the leaves, round, flightly flattened, cfpecially on its upper part, 
fupporting on its fummit one flower (I have never obferved 
more) this poffeffes a confiderable fragrance, lefs powerful than 
that of the Jonquil^ and more fo than that of odorus ; the fpatha 
is membranous, length of the peduncle, which is about an inch 
long ; flower, when fully blown, Handing horizontally ; tube 
greenifli, nearly cylindrical, fomewhat longer than the pe- 
duncle ; limb flat, divided into fix fegments, of a pale-yellow 
or fulphur colour, ovate, the three alternate Jegments largeft, 
each terminating in a fliort mucro; neftary yellow, inform 
like that of iiflorusy plaited, the margin of it as the flower ad- 
vances becoming brown, the antherae of the three longeft 
itamina vifible in the mouth of it.

The plant here rcprefented has very generally been regarded 
as the Doliihos Hgnofus of Linn a us, and we are confirmed in 
the idea of its being fo from his own figure in the Hort. Cliff. 
and that in the tkrbat, Amboin, to which he refers, rather than 
from its acc»>rding with his fpecific defcription, for with that 
the plant is evidently at variance, the feed-veffels being neither 
ftraight nor linear, but evidently curved, as reprefented on the 
plate: in their natural fituation the concave part is turned up- 
wards. RuMPHius defcribes the germen under the term corni- 
ctilum fur/urn elcvaium, and the fccd-veflels as parum incurva: 
Dr. Smith, on the contrary, taking no notice of the impro- 
priety of Linn ^eus's defcription, fays they are a little recurved; 
whether this term be ftriQIy applicable to the feed-veffels in 
the Linnaan fcnfe of the word, may perhaps admit of a doubt t. 

RuMPinus informs us, that the feed-veffcls of this plant are 
a common food throughout India, eaten as our French or kid- 
ney beans are, to which however he obferves, that they are 
far inferior ; of. that extenfive country it is conCdered as a 
native, there are good grounds for regarding it alfo as a native 
of Spain and Portugal : we were favoured with feeds of it by 
Mr. John White, of Fleet-Street, which had been gathered 
at Gibraltar by his brother, Lieut. White, of the Bid regiment. 

This plant, fo far from requiring a ftove, is hardy enough to 
bear our ordinary winters, when placed againft a wall in a 
flieltered part of the garden ; but it is ufually kept in the grcen- 
houfe as a climber, for which it is well adapted, as it continues, 
if it has plenty of pot room, during moft of the fummer to throw 
out abundance of bright purple flowers, in fucceffion ; thefe foon 
fade, and are followed by fecd-vefTeis, which have produced ripe 
feeds in my garden at Brompton, and by thefe the plant is readily 
incrcafed.

We do not remember ever to have been fo forcibly ftruck 
with the beautiful appearance of a flower, as with that of the 
prefent Ixia, nor do we recolleft any one that can boaft co- 
lours at- once fo various, fo brilliant, and fo pleafing; placed 
by the fide of the Amaryllis forinoji^may farnienfis^ vittata^ the 
Cijlus formofusy Pelargonium tricolor^ or a hundred other plants of 
the raoi'? beautiful forts, the eye would be fixed by this alone* , 

It is a plant of taller growth than the Ixia crocata^ the ftalk 
rifingtotbeheightof aboutafoot and a half, the lower half of it is 
cur ioufly enveloped by the foliage, ufually fimple, round, fmooth, 
crooked, fupporting on its furamit two or three flowers, fome- 
times more, leaves fword-fliaped, perfeftly fmooth, extending to 
the lowcrmoft flower; flowers large, feflile, enclofed before 
they expand in a bivalve membranous flieath, which, on its 
lower part particularly, is deeply grooved or plaited, and the 
whole of it is finely fpotted ; to fee the fingularity and beauty 
of this part, it is neceflary to ufe a fmall magnifier : the 
flowers are fuperbly brilliant, the bafe of each petal is fine 
yellow, the middle is marked with a large arrow-fhaped fpot 
of a dark-purple hue, with the appearance of velvet, a line of 
which runs down through the yellow and terminates before it 
i'eaches the bottom of the petal, the remainder of the petal is 
of a colour difiicult to defcribe (a kind of bright orange) the 
antherae are yellow, the fl:igma trifid, each fegment purpliftl 
and bifid. Though new to this country, this plant has been 
known fome years to the Dutch, we find it in their catalogues 
under the name of IxiaftcUata tricolor ; no doubt they received 
it from the Cape. This fpecies is propagated with the fame 
cafe that moft of the Ixiasate, and requires the fame manage- 
ment, — to be planted in a pot of bog-earth and fecured from 
froft. It has ripened feeds with me at Brompton ; one capfule 
contained ten.

The beauty of this plant confifts merely in the colour of 
its flowers, which is dark red, foinewhat like that of the 
Clove pink ; the plant itfelf is of rude growth, and requires 
frequent attention to keep it in order : it grows readily, rifmg 
•to the height of about two feet, blows freely during moll of 
the fummer months, and ripens its feeds, frorti which the 
plant may eafily be raifed ; but it is moft commonly propa- 
gated by cuttings, which ftrikc freely. 

It is firft defcribed in the Hort. Kew. and has not, to our 
knowledge, been figured till now ; Mr. A i ton informs us, 
that it is a biennial, and was introduced from the . Cape by 
Mr. Masson, in 1775. 

There arc few greenhoufes near London in which the 
plant is not to be met with.

In the habit of this plant, but more efpecially in its foliage^ 
there exifts a great fimilarity to the Cotyledon orhiculata^ 
figured /. 321 of this work ; there will be fouiid howevenobe 
a very great difference in the form of their flowers, thofe of 
the Crajfula referable the flowers of a Sedum ; to which 
genus, indeed, it has great afiinity, but a lingular trait in 
this plant is its indifpofition to flower: Mr. Fairbairn in-t 
forms me, that he never faw it produce bloflbm^ in Chelfea 
Garden till the prefent fummer ; Mr. Miller never faw it 
flower, nor does it appear that Mr. Aiton ever did. At 
Chelfea Garden there are feveral plants of this fpecies, fome 
of which form fmall trees ; one of thofe, but not the oldeft, 
produced this fummer feveral bunches of flowers,, which con- 
tinued during May and June : in the treatment of thefe plants 
there has been no variation, they are conftantly kept in a glafe, 
cafe with other fucculents. 

It is a native of the Cape, and was cultivated by Mulei^ 
in J 739*. U readily increafed by cuttings.

In the third volume of this work we have given a figure

In the autumn of 1796, I received roots of this and fevcral 
other rare and curious Alpine plants from Mr. Neckar de 
Saussure, at Geneva, and have been fo fortunate as to bring 
the prefent plant to flower with me early in the fummcr of 
1797, and to fhew figns of ripening fome of its feeds : it grew 
with me in a fmall pot of loam and bog-earthy (heltercd during 
the winter in a frame. 

Mr. AiTON* informs us, that this fpecies was introduced by 
Meflrs. Kennedy and Lee, in 1769, but there is no mention 
made of its flowering ; fmall indeed is, we believe, the number 
of BotaniRs who have feen this plant in flower, as neither Lin- 
NiEUs, Murray, orGMELiN, refer to any figure of it; this 
has proved an additional inducement for us not to let the pre- 
fent opportunity flip of prefenting to the botanical world a 
figure of this rare and precious jewel of the Alps.

The prefent Epidendrum isfigured anddefcribed in Rheede's 
Hort. Malab. from whence we learn that it is parafitical to fe- 
veral trees in India, but moft frequently found on the Strychnos 
Nux Vomica. - 

A few years fince, my friend Mr, Vere, of KenGngton, re- 
ceived this plant from India, by the kindnefs of his neighbour 
J. Devaynes, Efq. Placed in a pot of earth and plunged 
In the tan pit of the ftove, it grew, increafed, and now flouriflies, 
but has not blown: with Meffrs Grimwood and Wykes^ 
Nurferymen, Kenfington, the plant has flowered this fummer; 
inflcad of plunging it in the tan, they fet it on the flue of 
the ftove ; and to this variation in its treatment, its flowering 
is perhaps to be attributed. 

The leaves of this plant were fomewhat more than a foot ia 
length, rather flelhy, and very rigid ; they had this Angularity, 
at the extremity one-half projefted beyond the other, the 
flowering branch fprung from the bafe of the leaves and ex- 
tended to about the fame length, the flowers grew in a fpike, 
feventeen or eighteen, moftly alternate, they appeared to have 
a flight but pleafing fragrance, the petals were of a dull purple 
colour marked with deeper ftripes, their edges white or pale- 
bufF colour, neflary nearly the fame colour, revohue, trifid, 
lower fegment marked about the middle with two yellow 
tubercles.

Seeds of the prefent plant, a native of South- America, were 
fent by Profeflbr Grtega, of Madrid, to the Marchionefs 
of Bute, in the year 1795, by the name of Gaura muUibilis : 
her Ladyfhip moft obligingly communicated to us a part of 
ihofe, and many other rare and curious plants from the fame 
country, which in due time will appear in this Nvork. 

The plants which we raifed from feed, being fet in the open 
ground, periflied by the feverity of the winter 1796-7; one 
raifed from a cutting and kept in the greenhoufe was prefcrved, 
and now forms a (hrub about two feet high, a peculiarity not 
to be met with either in the Oenothera or Gaura tribes* ; but 
this is not the only peculiarity obfervable in this plant ; its 
fruftification aflfbrds charafters .highly eccentric ; the bloflbm 
is, to all appearance, that of an Oenothera, differing merely in 
the form of its petals^ which, when expanded, give to the flower 
a peculiar fquarenefs ; the feed vcffel correfponds equally well 
with that of a Gaura, containing merely a few more feeds ; in 
the time and manner of the flowers expanding it agrees with

the 



the Oenothera, excepting that it is later' in the evening before 
the flower opens, fo late, indeed, that its blowing, unlefs par- 
ticularly attended to, might efcape obfervation, before morning 
it clofes, changing in ddcay to a deep rich orange. 

In ftrift propriety, this plant ought, perhaps, to be made a 
new genus of, according to what is at prefent known of the 
genera Oenothera and Gaura ; as more fpecies of each are 
difcovered, they may poflibly be found to run into each other ; 
it is poflible alfo, that other plants may be found with frufti- 
fications fimilar to the one here figured, in that cafe there will 
be no hefitation in forming them into a new genus. 

Should this plant be found too tender to bear our ordinary 
frofts in the open air, dill, as it readily ripens its feeds in fuch 
fituations, it may be raifed yearly from feed, and regarded as 
a tender annual, as well as a green houfe plant. 

In the open border it flowers in September, in the green- 
houfe more early.

We have here given a reprcfentation of. the Gaura biems; 
that its flowers and feeds may be contrafted with thbfc of the 
Oenothera anotnala figured in the fame number* The flowers of 
the Gaura will be found to differ extremely in form and 
iituation from thofe of the Oenothera, yet they agree precifcly 
in that curious part of their occonomy, opening in the evening; 
the plant agrees alfo with many fpecies of that genus, in being 
a biennial. 

The prefcnt is the only fpecies of Gaura which, as yet, has 
been difcovered; it is a native of Nonh-Ainerica, and was 
introduced to this country in 1762, by that excellent Gardener 
and truly refpeftable charaflcr, Mr. James Gordon, of 
Mile-End. 

This plant, which is of the hardy herbaceous kind, grows to 
the height of four or five feet, producing many, branchesi 
which on their fummits are thickly covered with white flowers, 
having rofe-coloured calyces ; when expanded they produce a 
fine effeft in the evening, fo as to juftify the name given 10 
it* ; much of their beauty remains in the morning : it is to be 
obferved that each flower opens only once. ^ 

It bloflpms in Auguft, September, and 06lobcr, and yields 
abundance of feeds, which, if left to fcatter themfelves, pro- 
duce plenty of young plants, and which of a proper age may 
fuccefsfully be tranfplanted. Being liable, from its height, to 
fuffer from high winds, it is neceffary early and carefully w^ 
ftick it.

Tbefe is a magnificence about the plants of this genu^ which 
renders them unfuitable fubje&s of reprefentation in a work 
the fize of ours ; nor would it have been in our power to have 
given a figure of this new and beautiful fpecies^ differing ib 
materially from all the others in the colour of its flowers, 
had we not fortunately been favoured by the Countefs of 
Coventry with a fmall plant of it, about a foot high, which 
flowered with her Ladyfhip in town ; we have fince leen mtich 
larger plants with proportionate flowers* 

It is a. native of China, and is reported to have firft flowered 
in the colleftion of the Duke of Portland, at Bulftrode; is 
regarded as a greenhoufe plant, and m<?ft probably will he 
found hardy enough with a little Ihelter to bear the cold of 
our winters. 

In a confervatory, when in a flourifhing ftate^ it will flower 
during moil of the fummer, and is increafed without much 
difficulty by layers and cuttings. 

Defcription: Stalk fhrubby, round, green, marked with 
whitifh dots; leaves from three to nine inches long, and from 
one and a half to four broad, flanding on footftalksof a 
yellowifh colour, ovate, running out to a fharp point, narrowed 
towards the bafe, flightly downy ; flower about the fize of a 
middling tulip, without fcent, cupping fomewhat in the fame 
way, rarely fully expanding, at leaft in the greenhoufe ; petaU 
fix in number, ovate, rather flefhy, the three outermoft ex- 
panding more than the three innermofl, all of a purple hue on 
the outfidc, bafe, midrib, and veins of a deeper hue, here and 
there gafhed ; calyx compofed of three leaves, which are very 
(hort, fpreading, and turning down a little, of a pale green 
colour ; ftamina very numerous, filaments fcarcely perceivable^ 
anthers oblong, flefhy, with two cells opening inwardly ; 
piftilla numerous, forming a conical head, rifing above the 
flamina, compofed of numerous fhort ftyles placed clofc 
together, one above another, of a purple hue.

The Philadelphus coronarius is one of the moft common 
Ihrubs of our gardens, and known to moft perfons by the name 
of Mock-orange, the bloflbms in point of fcent being fuppofed 
to have fome affinity with thofe of the orange ; in our account 
of the Syringa vulgaris^ or Lilac^ p. 185, the reader will find 
fome curious obfervations on the fcent of thefe flowers, by old 
Gerard, which are there by miftake attributed to the Lilac ; 
this the reader is requefted to corred and pardon. To prevent 
fimilar miftakes in future, it will be neceflfary to ceafe applying 
the term Syringa to this plant altogether. 

This (hrub is hardy, and readily propagated by fuckers ; it 
ufually flowers in May, but it is only in feafons unufually' mild 
and favourable, that its bloflbms and foliage are feen in per- 
fedion, as they are very apt to be disfigured by the cold winds 
which, more or lefs, prevail at that time ; it is only when 
gently forced that its beauty is fully difplayed^ and for that 
purpofe it is a flirub often ufed. 

It was cultivated by Gerard in 1597. Clusius obferves, 
that he never faw it in a wild ftate, nor had he been able to 
determine whether it was known to the ancients; Linnjeus 
feems to have had bis doubts as to its original place of growth, 
by putting ^* Habitat Veronac*' with a quere; Miller fays, 
where it naturally grows is uncertain ; Nfr. Aiton defcribes it 
as a native of the South of Europe. 

A dwarf variety of it is mentioned by authors, which has 
little to recommend it ; and another with variegated foliage, 
which is apt to become wholly green. The leaves, as authors 
have obferved^ tafte like cucumber.

The plant here figured we received, about three years fincc, 
from Meflrs. Grim wood and Co. Nurrerymen, Kenfington, 
to whom it had been recently fent from France by Mr. Wil- 
liams, Nurferyman, iiear Paris, but without any information 
as to its original place of growth. 

We have found it to be a very hardy perennial fpecies, 
bearing a great affinity to the Primula farinofa^ but differing 
from it in many eflential points both of foliage and -flowers. 

The leaves differ in form, colourj and mode of growth : when 
fully grown, taking two plants of an equal degree of luxuriance, 
they arc twice the length of thofe oifarinofa; indeed, from their 
unufual length, when fully grown, which they are not when. 
in flower, proportioned to the fize of the plant, we have 
thought that the term longifolia might well ferve as its trivial 
name. They are not mealy, the under fide being as green as 
the upper ; and they have a greater tendency to grow upright, 
the fcapus is fliorter and thicker, the flowers form a fimilar 
umbel ; but each individual bloflbm is fmfaller, and in point of 
colour much lefs brilliant: upon the whdle, though Yliperior 
in fize, it is inferior to iYit farinofa in beauty. 

It flowers early in May ; is a plant of ready growth ; will 
fucceed either in the pot or the open border, guarding it from 
the fun in fumroer, and from fevere froft and too much wet in 
winter ; is propagated by parting its roots, either in September 
or the beginning pf March.

Plumier gave to this genus of plants the name of Brun^ 
feljia^ in honour of Otho Brunfelsi us, ¥^ho at a very 
early period, 1530, publiOied figures of plants in wood, which 
have been generally admired for their fuperior excellence. 

Till lately the prefent plant was confidered as the only known 
fpecies, but another has lately been added by Prof. Swartz^ 
who informs us that the Brunfeljia americana inhabits the 
mountainous parts of Jamaica, where it forms a tree from ten 
to fifteen feet high ; in his Obferv. Botan. he gives a minute 
defcription of it, and obferves that the flowers arc extremely- 
fragrant. It was late in the prefent fummer, when we faw the 
plant here figured flowering in Mr. Colvill's tan-ftove; its 
fragrance to us was fcarcely perceptible : its blofloms are large 
and (hewy, about the fize of thofc of the Allamanda catbartica 
figured tab. 338, but of a much paler yellow, inclining to fuU 
phur ccriour ; thefc arc produced during mod of the fummer 
months, and frequently in pairs. 

This flirub has long been cultivated in this country* s 
Mr. Miller defcribcs it in his Difiionary ; ni Linnaus^. 
works, fo late even as Murray's edition of the Syjl. Yfg* tl 
itands under the clafs Pentandria.

Of this genus there are many fpecies cultivated for orna- 
ment ; to the number of tbefe we add the one here figured, a 
native of the mountainous countries of moft parts of Europe, 
and which at a future period may poiUbly be found wild in ibme 
unexplored part of this kingdom* 

It is chiefly to the decoration of rock-work, that this dimi*. 
fiutive fpecies is applicable ; for that purpoFe it has all the 
defirable requifites, being hardy, of ready growth, and forming 
a thick tuft of foliage, from which arife numerous flowering 
Q.cms, four to fix inches high, fuftaining heads of flowers 
rather large in proportion to the plant, of a lively red colour, 
thefe appear in May, continue about three weeks, and are 
followed by feed-veifels with us, which, contain abundance of 
ripe feeds ; by thefe the plant may eafily be propagated, it 
may alfo be increafed by parting its roots, fpring or autumn. 

All plants kept in pots require to be regularly watered in dry 
lireatber ; we have not found this Lychnis require an unufual 
quantity, though Mill£r was of thatopinion«

Though a native of India, as ks name implies^ this magni- 
ficcm ipecics offage is found to be a hardy herbaceous plant, 
requiring, indeed, a little extraordinary care to be taken of it 
in fcvere winters ; we have had it flower in great perfeftion ii\ 
a large garden pot, but it will fucceed as well, or better, in the 
open border, where it will grow to the height of four or five 
feet, and produce during the months of June and July 
abundance of flowers, Angularly and beautifully marked. 

It may be increafcd by parting its roots in the autumn or 
fpring, and alfo by feeds ; the latter we have found to be but 
fparingly produced in our garden at Brompton, though we 
confider it as peculiarly favourable to the feeding of plants. 

The beauty of tall plants, like the prefent, dependst greatly 
on the pains taken in flicking them ; this bufmefs in general is 
not fufficiently attended to, being frequently deferred till it 
becomes a matter of neceflity rather than of choice ; we would 
therefore recommend it to our readers to fet about it early, 
foon after the plant emerges from the ground, efpecially in 
refpeft to all thofe which arc furnished with tendrils, or have 
twining ftalks ; the due execution of this work requires judg- 
ment, and will admit the difplay of fome tafte. 

It appears that Mr. Miller cultivated this Sage at Chelfea, 
in the year 1731, and yet even now it is a plant. rarely fccnia 
gardens.

Mr. Haworth, in his obfervations on the. genus Mefem- 
bryanthemum^ gives to this fpecies the name of Jpe3abilc^ iift 
bloflbms being uncommonly fliewy. 

Of this tribe there are fpecies whofe flowers are fuperior in 
fize and brilliancy of colour to the prcfent, whofe leaves are 
more remarkable for the Angularity of their form, yet in point 
ofornament, this, perhaps, is of all other the moft defirable, 
as it continues to produce its fine large purple flowers during 
the whole of the fummer, is of ready growth, and raifed with* 
out difficulty from cuttings. 

It has been introduced to this country within thefe few years, 
xnpft probably from the Cape, by Mr. Masson. 

To Mr.^HAwoRTH's defcription of the foliage we have only 
to add, that the leaves fometimes throw out internaljy a tooth 
near their extremities, as is flicwn in our figure.

Mr. Dickson, of Covent-Garden, favoured me laft Spring 
nvith roots of this plant, received by him from Soutb-Carohna, 
in 1791. 

Thofe who have been accuftomed to fee the Campanula perfici- 
folia in its fingle ftate, now but rarely met with in our gardens, 
the two varieties with double flowers having ufurped its place, 
will perceive in point of general habit a ftriking fimilarity 
betwixt it and the prefent plant; the only difference indeed* 
appears to confift in fize, and as fize alone forms no fpecific 
charafter, we have been induced to regard this magnificent 
plant as a variety of that fpecies. 

Casp. Bauhine enumerates a large variety of Campanula 
perjicifolia^ which he calls var. major : on confulting the 
figures to which he refers, we cannot regard his and ours as 
the fame, but are inclined to fuppofe that the latter plant is a 
variety altogether new to the European world. 

However this may prove, by the introduction of the prefent 
plant our flower borders gain a mod defirable ornament ; and 
the acquifition is the more valuable, as the plant is very hardy 
and eafy of culture, increafmg by its roots, which are'fome- 
what creeping, and may be parted either Spring or Autumn. 

In a moid rich foil,' it will acquire the height of three or 
four feet, and produce during the months of Auguft and Scp^ 
tember abundance of flowers truly magnificent^

From the high-flown epithet of Flos Jovis, bellowed on this 
fpecies of Agr^emma by fome of the old Botanifts, one would 
be led to conclude that the plant niuft be one of a fuperior 
order> and fuperlatively beautiful : fuch^ however^ it is not ; 
yet is it fufficiently ornamental to merit a place in every 
flower-garden^ and into which indeed it has been very generally 
introduced. Miller cultivated it in 1726. 

It is a hardy perennial, a native of the Swifs and Piedmon* 
tefe mountains, growing to the height of about a foot and a 
half; its leaves and (talks are covered with a white woolly 
fubftance; its flowers, which are bright red and grow in a 
kind of umbel, are produced in June and July ; and its feeds 
ripen in September. 

It prefers a foil moderately ftifF, and may be propagated by 
parting its roots, but feedlings make the bed plants^ and from 
feed it may be raifed without any difficulty.

This very rare fpecies of Primula^ called cortufoidcs^ on ac- 
count of the fimiiitude of its foliage to that of the Cortufa 
Mattbioli of L[NNi£Us» is a native of Siberia^ and figured 
by Gmklin. 

To increafe our coUeQion of Primula's^ now confiding of 
thirteen diftinft fpecies, we purchafed this plant about two 
years fince of Meffrs. Lee and Kennedy, Nurferymen, at 
Hammcrfmith, who had juft received it from abroad. 

In the wrinkled appearance of its foliage, it approaches the 
Primula acaulis, and others of that divifion, while, lu its in- 
florefcence, the colour of its flowers, and foiiiary fccipus (which 
rifes to an unufual height) it bears an affinity to the fiirino/a. 

Being yet a very rare plant, it will be necefTary to treat it 
with unufual care, to keep it in a pot filled with equal pirts of 
loam and bog-earth, to place it in a moid fhady fituation in 
the Summer, and in a frame in the Winter. 

It flowers in June and July, and may be raifed from feeds, 
or propagated by parting its roots ; but is apt to be loft if not 
duly attended to. 

In the Winter it lofes its leaves entirely, and forms a fort 
of bulbous hybernaculum under ground ; this circumdance is 
the more neceflary to be known^ as it fubje6ls the plant to be 
thrown away as dead.

iTie old Boianifts, whom Miller has followed, made this 
plant a Stcechas ; LiNNiEus clafles it with the Lavenders. 

There are few tender plants that have been fo long cuUi« 
vated in our gardens as this; we find it figured in Gerard, 
who obierves that it muft be covered in the Winter from 
cold, or elfe fet in pots or tubs with earth, and carried into 
houfes ; thus did they preferve their tender plants before the 
introduction of green-houfes. 

Miller has given a very good account of this plant, which 
we cannot do better than copy, juft obferving that he dc- 
fcribes the leaves as of agrayifti colour, which they can fcarcely 
be faid to be, efpecially if contrafted with thofe of the pinnata 
figuredin the prefcnt number, and which he had never ften,

The Lavandula pinnaia is a green-houfc plant, comparatively 
of modern introduftlon, a native of Madeira, according to 
Masson^ and brought to this country in 1777. 

It rifes to about the fame height as the dentata^ but differs 
from it materially iq the form and colour of its foliage, which 
is of a whitifli hue, fomewhat rcfembling that of the Otbonna 
peHinata; it differs alfo in having little or no fcent, an 
equal degree of difference is obfervable in the fpikes and 
flowers of the two plants, the former are moft commonly 
branched and the latter large and purple, while in the dentaia 
they are fmall and white ; it would be needlefs to point out 
feveral other obvious differences. 

The dentala^rdifcly ripens its feeds with us, but the pinnata 
does readily, and by them it is beft raifed. 

Both thefe plants arc common to our gVeen-houfes ; the 
dentata recommends itfelf by the neatnefs and charming; 
fragrance of its leaves, the other is altogether the more 
Ihewy plant, though, in this refpeft, it is not equal to many 
others ; our readers muft not expeCl to find on every plate 
an Ixi^ tricolor or a Cijiiis forniofus.

The plant originally introduced to this country, and called 
'veftita in the royal gardens at Kew, where it has flowered fince 
the publication of the Hort. Kewenjis is diftinguiflied by its 
fuperior height, by having its ftems very thickly covered with 
foliage remarkably fine and delicate, fo as to be tremulous on 
the flighteft fhake, and by having bloffoms of a pure white 
colour ; fuch is generally underftood to be the original and 
true Erica veftita. 

Unfortunately this genus of plants feems to be produftive 
of as many varieties as the Pelargoniums^ which are now be- 
come fo numerous that they may be faid to be literally •* be- 
" yond the power of Botanifts to number up their tribes." 

Mr. LoDDiGEs, Nurferyman of Hackney, well known for 
his extenfive colleftion of plants in general, and of this tribe 
in particular, in the year 1789, raifed a crimfon variety of 
this plant from feeds, which, in its general habit, bore a great 
refemblance to the original veftita ; and lately Mr. Williams, 
Nurferyman, of Turnham-Green, has raifed another variety, 
agreeing with the other in the colour of its flowers, but more 
diftantly related to the true one: — befides thefe, there is a 
veftita with purple flowers. 

We have given a figure of Mr. Williams's variety, as 
the plant we had of him (flowering at a more favourable time 
of the year) afforded the beft fpecimen. 

In their periods of flowering, thefe feveral varieties are not 
fo regular as fome others, producing their bloflbms during 
moft of the Summer months, and fometimes even in the Winter. 

They are aU raifed with difliculty from cuttings, more readily 
from feeds, by thofe who are accuftomed to it. The Cape, fo 
fertile in heaths, is the fpot which produces them, and from 
thence feed may fometimes be obtained.

Mr. Fairbairn has long cultivated this rare fpecies of 
Campanula at the Apothecaries Garden, Chelfea, where he 
firft raifed it from feeds, given him by Mr. Hudson, in 1788, 
who received them from Spain. 

According to authors, this plant is found wild in rocky 
fituations, in Syria, Sicily, and Spain. 

Though not a fhewy plant, it is both rare and curious ; 
feedling plants, when old enough to flower, throw out on all 
fides procumbent flowering ftems, which die away after ripen- 
ing the feeds, and are Tucceeded by others : as this procefs goes 
on, the ftem, arifing from the centre of the plant, flowly and 
gradually acquires a dwarfifli height, and becomes flirubby« 
We have no doubt but, where the plant grows naturally wild, 
it muft form a beautiful covering to the rocks on which ic 
is foUnd. 

Being a native of countries much warmer than our own, it 
is neccffary to make it a green-houfe plant ; it will bear even 
the warmth of the ftove, and flower and ripen its feeds the 
9iore freely for it. On a flielf, in the front of the ftove at 
Chelfea, Mr. Fairbairn has it flowering and feeding, Spring, 
Summer, and Autumn ; there in the pots it fcatiers its feeds, 
which produce fpontaneoufly young plants in abundance ; by 
.feeds, indeed, the plant is eafily raifed, — with difiiculty in any 
other way. 

The leaves of the calyx, in this plant, are remarkable for 
their fize aud arrow-fliaped form.

Ofthisgeniis, named in honour of *M AGNUS Lagerstroem^ 
Direflor of the Swedifh Eaft-India Company, there is only one 
fpecies as yet known, and that a native of China, Cochinchina, 
and Japan; it is defcribed minutely by Thunberg, alfo by 
RuMPHius, and very charafteriftically by K-^mpfer. 

According to ihefe authors, in its native country it grows to 
.the height of fix feet, or more, acquires a ftem the. thicknefs 
of one's arm, and produces flowers the fize of the garden 
Clove, which are very Ihewy, no wonder therefore that the 
natives Oiould be in the practice of planting it about their 
houfes and their gardens. 

The petals are curioufly crifped or curled, each petal re- 
fembling, in miniature, a leaf of fome of our varieties of 
cabbage: KiEMPFER compares them to the mefentery. 

The parts of fruflification in this plant vary greatly in point 
of number, and have no fmall' affiriity to thofe of the genus 
Ly thrum. 

According to 'Mr. Aiton, it was introduced to the Royal 
Garden at Kew, by Hugh, Duke of Northumberland, 
in 1759. 

It flowers from Auguft to Oftober; but in the green-houfe, 
wherejt is recommended by Mr. Aiton to be kept, it is not a 
very ready blower, — in the ftove it bloflbms more freely. 

May be increafed, without difficulty, from cuttings.

Of the many ornamental greenhoufe plants introduced by 
Mr. Masson, this is one of the moft defirable; as a fbewy 
plant, it has indeed few equals. 

Its ftem is herbaceous, riiing to the height of two, or even 
three feet, fumiflied with leaves which alfo are ornamental ; 
the fummits of the branches are covered with a profufion of 
purple flowers, fome of which begin to expand in January^ 
and are followed by others in fucceiCon through the whole of 
the Summer; by candle-light they exhibit an extraordinary 
degree of brilliancy. 

The Cineraria cruenta is a native of the Canary Ifles, and 
was introduced to the royal Garden at Kew, by Mr. Masson» 
in .1777 : Monf. L'Heritier firft figured and defcribed it in 
his Sert. Anglic, giving it the name of cruenta^ as we fuppofe^ 
from the red colour which enlivens the under fide of the leaves* 
• It is propagated by parting its roots, and during Summer 
requires a greater degree of moifture than many oiher plants.

Much pains have been taken by the late Mr. Aiton in the 
Hort. Kew. to fettle the different Rofes, cultivated in our 
gardens in his time ; in this difficult bufinefs^ as ivell as in the 
whole of his mofl ufeful work, he was affifted (as he acknow- 
ledges in his dedication) hymen more learned thanhimfelf; 
we may conlider therefore his account, as far as it goes, to be 
as perfeft as can reafonably be expe£led in a matter of fuch 
intricacy. 

There are two rofes (from the names they bear, evidently 
of French origin, Meaux being the name of a town in France, 
and pronounced as if written Mo) introduced to our gardens 
fince the time of Mill er, and held in very high eflimation, 
viz. the greater and fmaller Rofe de Meaux of the Hort. Kew. 
confidered by Mr. Aiton as varieties of the Rofa provincialise 
the latter of thefe (the one here figured) is generally known 
by Nurferymen and others as the Pompone Rofe ; we reqeived 
it as fuch from Mr. Mallet, of 6uernfey, a gentleman very 
converfant in plants, very fond of their culture, and to whofe 
kindnefs we are much indebted. 

This rofe from its root throws out numerous flems, which 
rarely exceed a foot or a foot and a half in height ; they are 
ufually ftraight, rigid, and very prickly ; the flowers are 
fmaller than thofe of any other double rofe, generally of the 
fize of thofe reprefented on the plate, and particularly diflin- 
guifhed by the brilliant colour of the eye or central petals ; a. 
flower of this fort jufl on the point of expanfioh is fuperlatively 
beautiful. 

Mr. Aiton makes it a variety of the Rofa provincialise we 
have cultivated it many years in our garden at Brompton^ 
and have always found it conftant to its principal charaders, 
and to differ in many effential points from the greater Rofr 
de Meaux of the fame author. 

It requires an open fituation, a pure air, and a light foil; 
is improved by manure, and watering in dry Summers. 

Its flowers are produced in June, and the plant is increafed 
by fuckers, which are not very plentifully produced, nor ex- 
tend to any length. 

The roots fhould not be divided oftener than once in three 
years; if the old wood be cut down every year, after the 
plant has done blowing, this rofe will throw out more vi« 
gorous fhoots and bloffom more freely.

Mr. AiTON in his Hort. Kerv. informs us, that this elegant 
fpecies of Amaryllis was introduced from China, by John 
FoTHERGiLL, M. D. in 1777, that it is a ftove plant, and 
flowers from Auguft to September. 

There are but few of the Chinefe plants that require the heat 
of a ftove ; the prefent fpecies would no doubt live in a good 
greenboufe, but the general prafiice confirms the propriety of 
giving it more heat, particularly when coming into bloflfom ; 
the flowering indeed of many greenhoufe plants, efpecially thofe 
of the bulbous and tuberous kinds^ is greatly improved by a 
prafiice of this fort. 

Such as wifli to fee a minute defcription of this plant, may 
confult the Hort. Kew. of Mr. Aiton, or Prof. Martyn's 
edition of Miller's Diflionarv; it will be fufficient for us 
to obferve, that it grows to aoout the fize of the Amaryllis 
formojijjima^ that it is charafierifed by the upright growth of 
its flowers, which are of a pale orange colour, having narrow 
and fomewhat undulated fegments, with a greenifli keel ; its 
ftyle is very long, and its ftigma bright red. 

Like many other bulbs, it blows very irregularly, and is 
propagated by offsets, which are produced in tolerable abun- 
dance.

The Ixia here reprcfented was drawn laft Summer from a 
fpecimen unufually fine, which flowered with Mr. Colvill^ 
Nurferyman, King's-Road, May 24, 1 797 ; it appears to be 
a very diftinfl fpecies, not lefs diftinguiftied for the fingularity 
than the brilliancy, of its colours, and is one of thofe recently 
imported from the Cape by way of Holland. 

It is propagated in the fame way and fucceeds with the fame 
treatment as other Ixias ; care muft be taken when it comes 
into flower that it be not too much expofed to the fun, for 
that will render its beauties of very fliorl duration. 

Description. — Stalk from fix to nine inches high, round, 
villous, leafy ; Leaves plaited, villous, very ftrongly fo below s

This plant, a hardy herbaceous one, is a native of Virginia, 
and has been introduced to this country within thefc few years. 

Left to rtfelf its ftems trail on the ground, the young ihoots 
are of a reddifh hue, and flightly villous, the leaves are 
edged with hairs, fubulate, oppofite, recurved, and rather 
flefliy, producing others from their alae, becoming as the plant 
grows old of a brownifli colour, which renders the plant in 
fome degree unfightly ; the flowers are produced from one to 
three or four in an umbel, drooping before they expand, the 
calyces are villous, the flowers pale purple or flefh colour, 
enlivened by an eye of dark but brilliant purple difpofed in a 
ftar-like form, antherae yellow. 

Flowers the beginning of May ; the flowers arc extremely 
pretty, but delicate, requiring the flielter of a hand-glafs or 
grecnhoufe during the period of their bloflbming, which is of 
Ihorter duration than in moft of the other fpecies. 

This plant fliould be renewed frequently by cuttings, which 
ftrike readily; it may be fuffered to grow either in its natural 
procumbent way, or be made to appear to more advantage 
by training it to a (tick.

.It appears from the Hort. Kew. where this plant is firft 
and minutely defcribedj that it is a native of North-America, 
and was introduced by Peter Collinson, Efq. in 1756. 

Authors have defcribed this plant as having a creeping root, 
but perhaps not with ftrift propriety ; to us it aj^ears to in- 
creafe much in the fame way as moft others of the genus, widi 
this difference, that when it grows luxuriantly it throws out 
longer (hoots ; as thefe are always above ground and throw out 
fibres from their under fide, they are to be regarded as ftalks 
rather than roots ; in the Iris chiiunfts it is very different, 
there the root is truly creeping. 

If the Iris crifiata be planted in bog earth, in a moift fitua- 
tion (for it will not fucceed at all in a dry one) and has the 
Ihelter of a hand-'glafs in feverc weather^ it will grow readily 
in the open border. 

It bloffoms about the middle of May. 

The tube of the flower in this fpecies is unufually long, 
tender^ and brittle in the extreme ; the iowers are delicate, 
with little or no fcent.

This very diftinfl fpecles of Pelargonium, z native of the 
Cape, and which takes its name of ternatum from the form of 
its leaves, has been added to our coUedions of greenhoufe 
plants within thefe few years, and of courfe is not enumerated 
in the Hort.

This fpecies of Xeranthemum is firft defcribed, and minutely 
fo, in the SuppL Plant, of the younger LiNNiE.us; in the 
Hort. Kew. of Mr. Aiton it has obtained a different fpecific 
defcripiion, as may be feen above ; in that work it is men- 
tioned as being a native of the Cape, and introduced by 
Mr. Masson in 1774. 

It is diftinguiflied by the remarkable uprightnefs of its 
growth, and the unufual fize of its flowers, which exceed 
thofe of any other known fpecies of Xeranthemum in our col- 
le3ions ; they are of a fine yellow or gold colour, very gloffy, 
and make a grand appearance either in the greenhoufe when 
growing, or among fimilar plants on the mantle-flielf when 
dry. 

Is propagated by cuttings ; care muft be taken that it docs 
not fuffer from too much moifture.

This tribe of plants, of which there is fcarcely one that is not 
ornamental, arc chiefly natives of North- America ; fuch is the 
prefent fpecies, brought from Carolina by Mr. John Fraser 
-in 1788, now introduced to mod of the colle6Uons about town, 
and ufually treated as a green-houfe plant. 

Its ftalks, when fupported, rife to the height of about a 
foot, if left to themfelves, trailing on the ground ; they are 
thickly covered with leaves, which are longer and, for the 
moft part, finer, and more hairy than thofe of the fubulata^ 
figured pK4ii> and in the month of May the whole plant, if 
fuccefsfully treated and carefully tied up, forms a highly orna- 
mental bufli of purple flowers. 

This fpecies, like moft of the others, is eafily raifed from 
cuttings, which fliould be ftruck early in the fpring, as fuch 
will become flowering plants the next feafon ; to have this 
plant in perfeBion, it is neceflary to renew it thus yearly, old 
plants being lefs produ6Uve of flowers, and le(s pertefl in their 
foliage. 

Plants arc frequently kept in green-houfes that would fuc- 
ceed better, and blow more freely, with a lefs tender treatment ; 
'thus this fpecies of Phlox, which in mild winters would live 
abroad, requires only the ftielter of a frame, and may be re- 
garded therefore, with many others, rather as a frame than a 
green-houfe plant.

From an averfion to the changing of long-eftabliflied names, 
we have followed Linnaeus, Aiton, and Thunberc, in 
confidering this plant as an Iris^ though in our private opinion 
it is not fuch ; whoever will carefully examine its fruftification, 
will find it correfpond in its feveral parts with thofe of a plant 
well known in our nurferies by the name of Mor^ea Noribiana / 
and they will be found, in our humble opinion, to be two 
plants belonging to a new and diftind genus. 

This fpecies is a native of the Weft«India iflands, and was 
introduced to the royal garden at Kcw in 1782, by Mr. 
Alexander Anderson, from St. Lucia. 

Is ufually kept in the ftove, plunged in the tan, where it 
flowers in Mav and June, and for the mpft part ripens its 
feeds, by wbicn it is readily increafed. 

Is more remarkable for the curious firu£iure than the beauty 
of its flowers.

In the 70th number of this work, we figured and defcribcd 
a plant under the name of Celfia linearis^ fo called by Profeffor 
Jacquin ; obferving at the fame time that doubts might be 
entertained as to its being a true Celiia ; whether it be fuch^ 
or whether it be a diftin^ genus, the prefent plant in its generic 
chara3ers comes as nearly to it as poffible : as a fpecies, it is 
perfeflly and moft obvioufly diftinS. 

In the royal garden at Kew, where we faw it in flower this 
fpring, 1798, it is called urticafolia: Mr. Aiton informed 
me, that it was firft difcovered by Mr. Menzies, in South- 
America, by whom it had lately been introduced. 

The extreme brilliancy of its flowers renders it a very 
ornamental plant ; being of quick and ready growth, it will 
foon be common in our green-houfes, moft probably on the 
borders of our flower-gardens alfo; for we fufpeft that it will 
prove much more hardy than the Celfia linearis ; it is a much 
ftrongcr plant alfo, and in the open ground will grow to the 
height of fcveral feet.

Mr. Miller informs us in his Diftionary, that he raifed 
this moft elegant fpecies of Antholyza from feeds fent him by 
his friend Dr. Job Baster, which fuccceded in the Chelfea 
garden in 1756; conceiving it to be a diftinft genus, he 
named it fVatfonia, in honour of Mr. (afterwards) Sir Wil- 
liam Watson ; Dr. Trew, of Nuremberg, figured it in his 
Icones by Ehret, under the name of Meriana^ from Sybilla 
Merian, the celebrated female Dutch naturalift, fo eminently 
diftinguiflied for the produ6lions of her pencil; Linnaeus 
ranges it with the Antholyza s, preferving the trivial name of 
Meriana. 

It is unneceffary for us to defcribe this plant minutely 
here, fince Mr. Miller has done it fo well in his Diftionary ; 
it will be fufficient for us to obferve, that it is a much 
ftronger plant than the Antholyza Cunonia^ already figured in 
this work, and that though the colour of its flowers is not 
fo fplendid, the whole plant poffeffes more elegance. 

It requires the fame treatment as the Cape bulbs, fucceeds 
very well, and produces plenty of offsets when planted in 
light fandy bog-earth.

In this work we have already figured three fpecies of Alyf- 
fum, faxatile^ delioideum, and utriculatum, the yellow, the 
purple^ and bladder-podded^ all of them plants adapted to de- 
corate the fmall borders of the flower-garden^ or any kind of 
rock-work ; to which purpofes the prefent more rare fpecies, 
an inhabitant of the mountainous parts of Switzerland and 
Auftria, is alfo applicable. * 

The Alyjfum montanum is a fmall procumbent plant, of the 
perennial kind, with hoary leaves curioufly emboffed with little 
prominent points, having the fummits of its branches about 
the end of April covered with a profufion of bright yellow 
flowers, which ufually go ofi" without producing any perfcft 
feed, though in its wild ftate it is fufficiently fertile, as is 
evident from Profeflbr Jacquin's figure.

Our plant accords exaftly with fpecimens of Xeranthemum 
canefcens of Linnaeus in the Herbarium of Sir Joseph 
Banks; though it does not agree fo well in fome refpefts 
with the Linnaean defcription as could be wiflied. 

It is a weak, branched, and widely-lpreading plant if left 
to itfelf^ and does not appear to advantage in a colle8.ion, un- 
lefs carefully tied up to a (tick ; nor is it a plant that fucceeds 
well with every one : Mr. Barr, Nurferyman, Ball's-Pond, 
near Hackney, manages it better than any one that we have 
feen; and his fuperior fuccefs appears to have arifen from 
his keeping it in a warmer fituation than others, on a {helf in 
the front of his (love, for it requires more warmth than the 
green-houfe affords; thus fituated, it begins flowering witn him 
in the autumn, and continues in bloflbm all the winter and 
fpring ; when the flowers arc out of bloom they droop, but 
will continue a long while in the plant in that ftate, and even 
continue to expand and look beautiful when the fun {hines on 
them.

Though cultivated by Mr. Miller fo long Cnce as 1758, 
this fpecies of Centaury appears to have been but little known ; 
it is firft defcribed in the Hort. Kew. of Mr. Aiton, without 
a reference to any author ; it is there mentioned to be a native 
of the South of Europe. 

It is a hardy herbaceous plant, growing to the height of 
about two feet, and producing on the fummits of the ftalks 
fine, bold, magnificent flowers, of a beautiful yellow or gold 
colour; thefe making their appearance in Auguft and Sep« 
tember, contribute not a little to enrich the borders of the 
flower-garden, at that time on the decline.

The Erica here figured is firft defcribed in Linn. Mant. 1. 
and fo fatisfaftorily, that there can be no doubt of its being 
the plant intended by Linnaeus; the fpecific charafters of 
Murray and Thunberg, publifhcd fince, are very inappli- 
cable. 

This heath is one of the leaft of its kind, it is not unufual to 
fee plants of it full of bloffoms not more than eight or ten 
inches high, its leaves (growing ufually in threes) are lanceolate, 
fmooth, concave on the infide, prejfd to thejialk^ ftanding on 
fuch ftiort footftalks, that they may be faid to be almoft feffile : 
Flowers numerous on the fummits of the branches, fomewhat 
drooping: Peduncles furniftied with two upright bra^ea placed 
oppofite to each otber^ of a pale red colour tipped with green: 
Calyx larger than the corolla, fomewhat bell-fhaped, fpreading, 
four-leaved, each leaf ovate and pointed, green at the bafe and 

fomewhat 



fomewhat wrinkled, middle part nearly white, upper part bright 
pink colour, each fegtnent marked at its extremity on the 
under fide with a green calyx-like Jubftance^ and terminating in a 
reddifh macro or point : Corolla within the calyx, tube nearl/ 
ovate and white, limb fpreading, divided into four fegments, 
ovate, long-pointed, and pink-coloured : Stamina eight, en- 
clofed within the tube of the Corolla : Antherae at firft bright 
red, afterwards brown : Awns two, fliort and fomewhat bifid : 
Germen green : Style the length of the tube : Stigma fome- 
what large and blunt. 

A vein of great peculiarity runs through the whole of this 
plant, which is a native of the Cape, of modern introdufiion, 
flowers early in the fpring, often in the depth of winter, and 
is ufually propagated by cuttbgs.

A hardy, perentiial, herbaceous fpecies of Saxifrage, grow- 
ing fpontaneoufly in Switzerland and other parts of Europe, 
cultivated here in 1597 by Gerard. 

Of this numerous and beautiful tribe of plants, we know of 
none whofe flowers in point of prettinefs can vie with thofe of 
the prefent fpecies ; they are marked with numerous fine dots, 
like thofe of the London Pride, (Saxifraga umbro/a) but in a 
fuperior ftyle of beauty, and appear to great advantage when 
viewed with a magnifier. 

The leaves, in point of form, do not correfpond fo exaftly 
with the name rotundifolia as one would expeft. 

This fpecies fucceeds beft in a fituation fomewhat moift and 
fliady, with a foil inclined to ftiffnefs, flowers in May and June, 
and IS increafed by parting its roots in autumn.

To Mrs. Gosling, of Whitton, near Hounflow, appertain* 
ihe honour of raifing this fpecies of Xeranthemum, and of 
thereby introducing one of the mod delegable plants that ever 
decorated the Britifli green-houfe ; this was about the year 
1795, laft Summer (1797) it flowered with Meflrs. Grim* 
WOOD and Wykes, NUrferymen, Kenfingtbn, and again much 
ftronger this prefent feafon, there being at Icaft twenty blof- 
foms on a (ingle plant of it. 

This is not one of thofe beauties, which meteor-like, dazzle 
the eye and vanifli, but one which continues to difplay its 
charms from the time of its firft budding to the full expanfion 
of its bloflbms, a period of two or three months ; in any of 
thefe its diiFerent ftates, if gathered, and carefully dried, it 
will make a mod valuable addition to limilar plants for de« 
corating apartments in the Winter. 

It is a native of the Cape, from whence Mrs. Gosling 
obtained its feeds, flowers in May and June, and may be in- 
creafed by cuttings ; in this way Mr. Wykes has fucceeded 
in propagating it : but as there are few that equal him in a 
knowledge of exotics, fo there are few that exercife the fame 
ingenuity in their culture, or equal him in fuccefs.

The ftalks in this fpecies of Cytifus arc thickly covered 
with fmall leaves, which gives the whole plant an outre 
appearance, hence Mr. Aiton's name of /(?//W^j, fo happily 
hit ofF; many other peculiarities attend this charming Ihrub^ 
of which its long deciduous braftea: are not the leaft re- 
markable. 

It is a native of the Canary Ifles, where it was found by 
Mr. Masson, and introduced in 1779; if.fuffered to grow, 
it will acquire a great height, become indeed too large for a 
fmall green-houfe, and more fit for a confervatory, for which 
it would appear to be a moft deGrable plant ; it produces 
flowers abundantly during May and June, which are not only 
ornamental but delicioufly fragrant.

Though the prcfent fpecies of Mezereon has till within 
thefe few years been a ftranger to our gardens, and efcaped 
the enumeration even of LiNNiEus, it was well known to 
many of the older Botanifts; indeed it was impoflible that a 
plant fo common ♦ as this is in fome parts of Italy, could 
efcape the obfervation of the many excellent Botanifts, which 
that country has produced, or been vifited by. 

Though not fo ornamental a fhrub as many, it is a very 
defirable acquifition, on account of the earlinefs of its 
fldwering and agreeable fcent, its foliage alfo is ornamental, 
its upper furface being of a fine gloffy green ; the culti- 
vated plant does not anfwer to the defcription of authors, 
" in regard to folia fubtus incana ; the flowers, in point of 
colour, are not fo brilliant as thofe of the common 
Mezereon, and foon change to a faded purple ; before they 
expand, they are covered with a fine filky down. 

Mr. Gr^ffi- R was the firft who introduced this novelty, by 
fending feeds of it to MefTrs. Lewis and Mackie, Nurfcry- 
men, Kingfland, who, as far as we can learn, firft had the 
fhrub for falc; it is ufual to treat it as a grecn-houfe plant; 
in mild winters it will bear to ftand abroad; it flowers from 
January to April, is not difficult of culture, and is ufually 
propagated by grafting it on the common Mezereon, or Spurge 
Laurel.

Mr. Masson difcovered this very curious fpecies of Erica 
at the Cape, where Lieut. Col. Paterson informs me that 
it has been found in one fpot only, at Swartfberg, near the 
warm bath, in a moift (ituation ; it has been named Aitonia^ 
at the defire of Mr. Masson, in commemoration of his much 
valued and moft excellent friend. 

It differs fo widely from the reft of the genus, that fomrf 
have been ready to regard it as a diftinft genus, but certainly 
on no good grounds.

Our plant accords exactly with the Linum quadrifolium of 
LiNNiCus, and as fuch it is regarded at the royal garden^

charafier, quoted by LiwNiEus, but the flowers of Ray's plant 
are defcribed as blue, it is moft probably therefore the quadri^ 
folium of LiNNiEUs, but not of Ray. 

The ftalks of this fpecies rife to the height of about two 
feet, are much branched at their fummits, on which are pro- 
duced numerous yellow flowers, fmaller than thofe of L. arbo^ 
reum or flavum^ to either of which, as an ornamental plant, it 
muft be allowed to be inferior; yet it is not without its ftiare 
of elegance and beauty.
